ERUPTION OF MOUNT VESUVIUS. 

On the night of the 25d of October, the 
mountain offered ohne of the most splendid 
sights in mature. “The wind having died 
away, the smoke, which had betore been 
carried off in separate masses, now collect- 
ed, and formed an immense column of more 
than a mile in height, resting on the sum- 
mit of the mountain, This column, pene- 
trated by the rays of the sun, which were 
‘ifferently refracted by its masses of une- 
qual density, presented a most splendid 
spectacle, By degrees the cloud of volea- 
nic matter obscured both the sun and Vesu- 
vius itself. Night came on, and the beauty 
of the phenomenon exceeded all anticipa- 
tion. Torrents of fire issued from the cra- 
ter, descended through the column of dark 
clouds, swelled gradually in their progress, 
and exhibited the sublime view of a moun- 
tain of fire beneath a heaven of smoke.— 
The concassions of the mountain followed 
in quick succession, A sound of low thun- 
der continued without cessation. ‘The 
shocks were felt even in the capital. Fre- 
quent gleams of electricity broke at intcz- 
vals the double darkness of the night and 
the voleanic vapour, and gave the finishing 
to one of the most magnificent scenes ever 
witnessed by man.

FROM HARRISBURG. 

An extract of a letter to the Editor of the’ Phi- 
ladelphia Gazette, dated January &h, gives the 
following information :—“* There is very little do- 
ing yet, in either branch of the Legislature. Much 
lime is wasted, in discyssing the claims of Old 
Soldiers—nay even o/d waggoners—to be placed on 
the pension list. A communication was lately 
received from the Governor, covering a letter 
irom the Governor of NewJersey, accompanied by 
@ preamble and resolutions of the Legislature of 
that State, and a memorial to the latter from tbe 
Managers of what has been called the Windmill 
heland Bridge Company, recommending that sub- 
ject to the Legislature. The memorial is very 
artfully drawn, and among other matters. repre- 
sents the opposition to the measure in the city of 
Philadephia, as originating Entirely in the selfish- 
ness of a few individuals—and amongst them the 
ferrymen.—The whole, in my opinion is a most 
impudent proceeding ; and is, no doubt, the work 
of a certain spirit, who is now very busy in Harris- 
burg. Iwish you would call the attention of our 
citizens to this subject. I am not one of those, 
who apprehend aay great danger to the western 
channel of the Delaware, from the erection of such 
a bridge as is contemplated; but while any doubt 
remains on the subject, such a project ought to be 
resisted; and it ought to be resisted also on the 
ground of the unhandsome means which have been 
resorted to, to force upon the people of Philadel- 
phia, a measure in which they are principally in- 
terested, against their strong and repcated re- 
monstrances,”’ 

Another letter dated the 6th inst. mentions 
that the Committee appointed by the Senate on 
the memorial praying for alterations in the char- 
ter of St. Mary’s Church, met in the afiernoon 
of that day, in one of the large Committee rooms, 
Messrs. Fagen and Sullivan appeared before the 
committee on the part of the petitioncrs; and the 
Rev. Mr. JZarold and Mr. Maitland on the part of 
those remenstrating against an alteration.
